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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Amendment A filed on 7/31/03 has been fully considered and made of record in 
Paper No. 5. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Stephen A. Gratton on September 19, 2003. 

3. The application has been amended as follow: 
IN CLAIMS: 

Cancel claim 3. 

In claim 1 , line 8, after " nest on the base " insert -- wherein the base comprises a 
plurality of mounting studs configured to engage a plurality mounting openings on the 
nest -; 

In claim 9, line 9, after " using the locater pins " insert - wherein the alignment 
base comprises a plurality of mounting studs configured to engage a plurality mounting 
openings on the nest -; 
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In claim 14, line 8, after " on the alignment base " insert -- wherein the alignment 
base comprises a plurality of mounting studs configured to engage a plurality mounting 
openings on the nest --; 

In claim 56, line 1 1 , after " engage the locator openings " insert -- wherein the 
base comprises a plurality of mounting studs configured to engage a plurality mounting 
openings on the nest -. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowance subject 
matter: the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the combination of a base 
configured to hold a nest, wherein the base has a plurality of locator pins engage locator 
openings on a substrate with semiconductor components. Placing the nest on the base, 
wherein the base comprises a plurality of mounting studs configured to engage a 
plurality mounting openings on the nest. Placing the substrate on the nest and aligning 
the substrate using the locator pins. Removing the nest from the base and sawing the 
substrate on the nest into separate components in claim 1 . 

A nest configured to hold a substrate with a plurality of locator openings. An 
alignment base having a plurality of locator pins configured to engage the locator pins. 
Placing the nest on the alignment base and aligning the substrate on the nest using the 
locator pins, wherein the alignment base comprises a plurality of mounting studs 
configured to engage a plurality mounting openings on the nest. Removing the nest 
from the alignment base and a sawing base configured to hold the nest and the 
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substrate for sawing. Placing the nest on the sawing base and sawing the substrate 
into separate components in claims 9 and 14. 

A substrate having a plurality of locator openings, wherein the substrate is held 
by a nest having a plurality of openings. A clamping mechanism attachable to the nest 
for clamping the substrate to the nest. An alignment base with a plurality of locator pins 
configured to engage the locator openings. Placing the nest on the alignment base with 
the locator pins projecting from the openings in the nest and placing the substrate on 
the nest with the locator pins engaging the locator openings. Removing the nest from 
the alignment base and providing a sawing base comprising a vacuum opening 
configured to apply a vacuum to the substrate held on the nest. Applying the vacuum 
through the sawing base to the substrate and removing the clamping mechanism from 
the nest. Sawing the substrate into separate components in claim 19. 

A base and a nest configured to hold a substrate with a plurality of locator 
openings and semiconductor components. A clamping mechanism configured to hold 
the component on the base and a plurality of locator pins on the clamping mechanism 
configured to engage the locator openings. Attaching the clamping mechanism to the 
nest and aligning the substrate on the nest during the attaching using the locator pins. 
A sawing base configured to hold the nest and the substrate for sawing. Removing the 
nest from the base and placing the nest on the sawing base and sawing the substrate 
into separate components in claim 56.
